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SAFER  DRIVING 
ADMONISHED  BY 
STATE  OFFICER 

Captain  Schurman  Is 
On  Lecture  Tour  of 
Florida  Camp« 

Co.  453  was-  recently  privileged  to 
have  its  weekly  Safety  meetng  ad- 
dressed by  Capt.  E.  A.  Schurman  of 
the  State  Highway  Patrol.  Capt. 
Schurman  who  is  second  in  com- 
mand of  the  State  Highway  Patrol 
is  at  present  on  detached  duty.  He 
has  been  lecturing  about  the  state 
on  the  topic  “Safety”  since  August 
1,  1936,  and  acording  to  the  Cap- 
tain, he  is  to  continue  “as  long  as 
someone  listens  to  him.” 

Capt.  Schurman  deplored  the  ac- 
tions of  people  causing  so  many 
deaths  each  year,  and  stressed  his 
points  by  giving  reliable  figures 
which  were  astounding.  Following 
are  some  facts  that  should  awaken 
some  sense  of  responibility  in  the 
bosom  of  each  automobile  driver: 

From  1922  through  1935  deaths 
from  automobile  accidents  in  this 
country  have  aggregated  380,000. 
These  deaths  have  exceeded  by  55 
per  cent  the  record  of  those  killed 
in  action  or  who  died  of  wounds  in 
all  the  wars  in  which  this  country 
particlcpated. 

The  driver  of  every  20th  car  in 
this  country  will  be  in  an  accident 
resulting  in  the  death  or  injury  of 
a man,  woman,  or  child  this  year 
if  automobile  accidents  continue  at 
their  present  rate. 

In  conclusion  Capt  Schurman 
gave  the  following  five  points  for

ARBORETUM,  BOTANICAL  GARDEN 

GIVES  DATA  ON  TREES.  PLANTS 


The  arboretum  division  of  the 
Florida  Botanical  Garden  and  Ar- 
boretum at  Sebring,  Florida,  which 
is  maintained  in  conj'anction  with 
the  Florida  Forest  Service,  for  the 
purpose  of  serving  interested  parties 
desirous  of  obtaining  information 
concerning  the  native  trees  of  the 
state  as  well  as  exotic  and  immi- 
grants to  this  section,  is  constantly 
availing  itself  of  the  opportunity  to 
perform  the  objectives  for  which  it 
was  set  up. 

R.  H.  Sampson,  acting  district  for- 
ester of  Lakeland,  recently  referred 
a letter  to  James  B.  McFarlin,  wild 
life  technician  at  Highlands  camp, 
Sebring,  which  he  had  received  from 
Henry  J.  Dentzman,  general  freight 
agent  for  the  Chicago  and  Eastern 
Railway,  relative  to  obtaining  wood 
samples.  Mr.  Dentzman  wants  sam- 
ples of  the  Chapman  oak  and  Da- 
hoon  holly.  The  woods  have  been 
prepared  and  are  ready  for  mailing 
to  him. 

A very  interesting  collection  of  74 
wood  samples,  of  which  49  speci- 
mens are  foreign  samples,  was  se- 
cured from  Dr.  S.  T.  Millard,  M.  D., 
of  Topeka,  Kan.  It  is  kept  in  the 
office  and  record  house  building  and 
may  be  seen  by  the  public.  Among 
the  collection  received  from  Dr.  Mil- 
lard are  many  rare  woods  from  Brar 
zil,  the  Seyschelles  Islands,  North 
Indo-China,  Burm.a,  West  Africa, 
the  Philippines,  Cuba  and  Western 
United  States.  An  exchange  of  na- 
tive woods  was  made  by  the  arbor- 
etum for  the  generous  gift.  'The 
various  wood  samples  in  the  record 
house  are  ciit  into  blocks  approxi- 
mately three  inches  by  five  inches. 
They  ard  planed  and  polished  to 
bring  out  the  natural  grain  of  the 
wood.

This  week,  October  11  to  19,  has 
been  proclaimed,  "Human  Security 
Week.”  in  the  state  of  Florida  by 
Governor  Dave  Sholtz.  'The  procla- 
mation was  made  in  connection  with 
the  extensive  campaign  which  is  be- 
ing made  by  the  committee  for  Hu- 
man Security,  for  an  amendment  to 
the  state  constitution  on  November 
3,  which  will  empow'er  the  state  to 
make  appropriations  for  the  Securi- 
ty Amendment.  James  Donn  is 
chairman  for  the  state.  Mrs.  A.  L. 
Kelley,  of  this  city  is  representa- 
tive for  Highlands  County,  on  the 
state  board. 

.Under  the  present  laws  contained 
in  the  Constitution  of  the  state  of 
Florida,  the  legislature  is  prohibited 
from  appropriating  funds  for  relief 
purposes.  According  to  the  Florida 
laws  at  the  present  time,  no  mat- 
ter how  much  money  the  Federal 
Government  may  provide,  the  state 
has  no  way  in  matching  the  appro- 
priation.

They  are  essentially  fall  bloomers 
and  can  be  left  out  in  the  South 
if  wen  protected. 


VALUE  OF  CCC  SITED 
BY  AMERICAN  WRITER 


Stuart  Chase,  well-known  Ameri- 
can author,  in  his  newest  book, 
“Rich  Land  Poor  Land”  sites  figures 
to  show  the  value  of  the  Civilian 
Conservaton  Corps  during  its  prim- 
eval stage.  He  states. 

“The  value  of  the  work  done  in 
this  period  (two  years)  has  been  es- 
timated at  $400,000,000.00.  This  is 
a by-product,  for  the  boys  are  not 
working  in  the  calculus  of  profit  and 
loss.  While  performing  this  service 
they  have  gained  an  average  of 
seven  pounds  each  and  their  death 
rate  has  dropped  from  eight  per 
thousand  on  pool-room  corners  to 
two  per  thousand  in  the  woods. 
They  have  tackled  and  completed 
tasks  which  foresters,  in  1932,  never 
dreamed  could  be  accomplished  for 
50  years.  ’They  have  dramatized 
conservation  as  no  other  service  has 
done  and  have  proved  by  tangible 
performance  that  defending  the 
continent  is,  so  far  as  it  goes,  the 
best  cure  for  unemployment.” 

In  two  years  members  of  the  Ci- 
vilian Conservation  Corps  have: 

Built  48,000  miles  of  truck  roads  for 
fighting  fires. 

Built  35,000  miles  of  fire  brakes. 

Built  43,000  miles  of  fire  telephone 
lines. 

Removed  inflamable  underbrush 
from  1,038,000  acres. 

Carried  on  erosion  work  on  1,916,000 
acres. 

Built  1,400,000  check  dams  in  gullies. 
Spent  1,700,000  man-days  fighting 
fires. 

Planted  267,000,000  trees. 

Improved  the  forest  land  on  1,644,- 
000  acres.

the  general  election  in  November 
will  be  one  step  in  giving  secuirty 
to  the  aged,  the  blind,  and  depend- 
ent children.  Assistance  to  16,000 
needy  men  and  women  over  65  years 
of  age  in  the  form  of  monthly  pay- 
ments up  to  $30.00  per  month  per 
person,  half  of  the  cost  of  which 
will  be  paid  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. More  than  20,000  children 
live  in  families  who  are  dependent 
on  relief  grants  because  the  wage 
earner  ds  dead  or  away  from  the 
family  for  some  reason.  The  mo- 
thers or  guardians  of  these  child- 
ren will  be  helped  by  the  bill.  About 
1200  blind  persons  in  Florida  are  de- 
pendent. Monthly  cash  grants  v/ill 
permit  those  capable  of  learning 
some  useful  occupation  to  get  the 
necessary  training  and  to  balance 
the  security  of  a decent  living  with- 
out the  necessity  of  begging.

able  value  to  Florida,  and  the  ones 
wliich  are  receiving  the  energetic 
support  and  cooperation  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Florida  Federation  of 
Garden  Clubs,  sponsors  of  the  pro- 
ject, as  well  as  the  Florida  Forest 
Service  and  public  spirited  citizens 
from  aU  parts  of  the  state,  are  the 
following: 

To  exhibit  more  than  200  species 
of  trees  of  Florida  in  an  attractive 
manner,  other  trees  native  to  the 
United  States  and  trees  c*  foreign 
lands,  and  to  cooperate  with  vari- 
ous agencies  in  the  advancement  of 
knowledge  of  forest  study  and  to 
disseminate  information  about  trees. 

Other  objectives  which  have  been 
set  up  for  the  arboretum  and  whicli 
are  being  undertaken  by  the  organi- 
zation as  rapidly  as  possible  are  as 
follows : 

To  determine  the  rate  of  growth 
of  trees  at  various  sites  and  growing 
under  competitive  conditions,  to 
determine  yield  and  income  on  an 
acreage  basis  for  selected  native  and 
exotic  trees  which  appear  to  be  re- 
clamation of  idle  lands,  and  to  de- 
termine trees  suitable  for  shade  and 
ornamental  purposes.
